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AN ANGRY ELEPHANT 


WHO REFUSED TO OBEY ORDERS, BECOMES WILD, THEN 


MANGLES AND KILLS TRAINER 





He Tossed the Man High in the Air and Tried to Catch Him on 
His Tusks as He Fell Almost Lifeless to the Ground. 





TRAGEDY IN A COLUMBUS, 0., TRAINING BARN. 





Not Until He Had Killed His Victim Did the Huse Beast Become Quiet Again. 
He Will Probably Be Shot For His Deed. 





One of the most successful and best known elephant 
trainers in the country came to his death the other day 
in the Sells-Forepaugh training barn at Columbus, O. 
He was killed by Sid, who for twenty years had 
been looked upon as the most docile mammoth in the 
herd. 

*“‘Patsey,” as the trainer was called, has for twenty 
years handied the Forepaugh elephants. He was re- 
garded as one of the most careful men in the business, 
and very rarely had any trouble with the mammoth 
beasts under hischarge. His real name was Meagher, 
but owing to his loug connection with the Forepaugh 
shows he had been dubbed “Patsey Forepaugh,” and 
as such was known to the thousands of people before 
whom his trained beasts did their stunts during the 
circus season. He was sparing in the use of the “bull 
hook.” as the instrument with which the trainers 
handle their elephants is known, and has always been 
upon the most friendly terms with his charges. 

On theday of the tragedy ‘Patsey” marched the 
herd in the ring to put them through their tricks, and 
from the first Sid, the leader, refused to obey orders. 
“Patsey” tried to bring him into line with bis bull 
hook and the elephant turned on him. 
Brushing aside the keen hook as though it 
were a straw he threw his trunk about 
Meagher and lifted him high in the air, 
There Sid held him a moment, apparently 
considering what next to do. 

_Meagher’s companions in the elephant 
barn, William Badger and Charlies Letthe- 
man, heard his cry for help and rushed to 
his assistance. But they were too late. 
Bid’s little eyes gleamed like two angry 
carbuncles. Whirling on his hind feet, to 
get the full impetus of the swing of bis great 
body, he hurled the unfortunate keeper from 
him. His body struck the tough sides of 
the barn, constructed of two-inch planks, 
and broke them as if he had been hurled 
from a catapult. The man was undoubtedly 
killed instantly by the impact of the blow. 

With a scream of the wildest rage, Sid 
rushed aflerhim. The two under keepers 
reached him as he wheeled and both sank 
their bull hooks in his sides. He minded 
them no more than if they had been two 
feathers. Seizing the body of the dying 
keeper he hove it in the air and attempted 
to catch it on his tusks as it fell. Both tusks 
are tipped by brass knobs, measuring six . 
inches in diameter. They failed to penetrate the 
body and it fell to the ground. 

Down on his knees went Sid, and forced one im- 
mense knob through Meagher’s body. It broke the 
backbone as if it had been cardboard, and the disjointed 
ends were forced out through the flesh of the back. 
Still not contented with his vengeance, Sid knelt on 
the body, crushing it almost beyord human recogni- 
tion, 

As he tried to butt it with his forehead the two keep- 
ers reached him. again, Seeing that their companion 
was beyond human aid, they at first shrank from in- 
curring the wrath of the great brute. But at this mu- 
tilation of the dead their courage revived and they 
again attacked him with the hooks. Strange to say, 
the mad elephant, his vengeance satiated, yielded to 
them. He made no resigtance to the hooks as they 
tore through his flesh, and walked quietly to the stake, 
where be was chained. Since then he has swung un- 
easily to and fro, muttering apparent rage, but has 
manifested no desire to do any other person harm. 

The dead man was one of the most popular men in 
the show business and a great favorite with his asso- 
ciates. 

Sid was raised by the Sells Brothers, owners of the 
circus, from his babyhood. He is the second largest 
elephant in captivity. When he was young &e was 
exhibited in a glass case because of his beauty, and has 
always been a favorite on account of his docility. 
Strangers were always warned not to ‘approach the 
other members of the herd, but Sid was considered a 
safe elephant. He lias never before manifested any 
desire to do any one injury, and has frequently been 
used in civic parades to carry a howdab. He was 
always upon the best terms with Meagher, and so far 
as known had no occasion to treasure a grudge against 
the dead man.

There have been queer happenings in an old jail at 
Carrollton, across the river from New Orleans, La., 
and the stories which have been told are vouched for 
by men of standing and reliability. As a Twentieth 
century ghost story it is unequalled. The most re- 
markable tale comes from the doorman. 

“I heard all sorts of strange noises frequently,” he 
said, “and more than once searched the place {rom top 
to bottom trying to discover what caused them. But 
the first time I actually saw anything was the other 
afternoon. The sergeaut had stepped out,and I was 
ovceupled with something in the clerk’s 
office on the other side of the passage. 
The doors are on a line and I could see 
through into the opposite room. Presently 
I looked up and was astonished to see 
two women standing by the sergeant’s 
desk, They were holding themselves 
very erect, looking straight toward me, 
and their stiff, unnatural attitude struck 
me as strange. Still 1 thought they were 
merely visitors, who had slipped in with- 
out my noticing them, They were young, 
and both wore dresses of some sort of 
spotted stuff. They impressed me as being 
very light skinned negresses, 

“I gotup, never taking my eyes from 
the puir, and started across the passage. 
Just as I was entering the other room both 
figures vanished; The sun was shining 
brightly, the room was perfectly light, and 
I was never in better health, It was hard 
for me to believe the appearance was a 
hallucination, yet there was no way in the 
world for the worret to leave the room, for 
there was only one door, in which I stood, 
I never saw the women betore or afterward: 

“My next experience was even more 
Startiing. It was in the evening, and, as 
before, the sergeant's room was temporarily , 
vacant. Lights were burning everywhere, / 
and several men were in the building. 
When I got through my work in the office 
I stepped into the passage, and, happening 
to glance into the other room, I saw a ser- 
geant, who died a year ago last July, 
standing between the desk and the sofa. 
His head was slightly bent, as if he wasin 
a brown study, and he was walking slowly 
toward the sofa. While I stood there star- 
ing at him he vanished precisely as the two 
women had vanished.” 

One ot the sergeants has astory to tell, 
too, and it is equally as interesting. 

**We have been bothered for some time 
by strange noises.”” he said, “things fall- 
iug without apparent cause, and other un- 
accountable disturbances. Lately they 
have grown worse. Here in my office our 
attention was first attracted to the old sofa 
in the corner. Frequently at night one of 
the§men would lie down on it to rest, and 
invariably something queer would hap- 
pen. Sometimes the man would be thrown 
off violently, sometimes he would feel 
hands touching him, and several times 
the sofa would be moved bodily several feet 
from the wall. Strangers here have had the 
same experience. We have never been able to find 
any clew to the cause. Some weeks ago! was sitting 
one evening at my desk reading, when suddenly my 
chair was whirled entirely around, I was quite alone 
and several lights were burning brightly in the room. 
I was simply dumfounded, and all I can do now is to 
give you the facts. As I said before, the explanation 
is beyond me. 


“A few nights later I wastalking to one of the cor- 
porals, when « Jurge picture of Gen. Beauregard, hang- 
ing on the wall above the washstand, came crashing 
down, and at the same instant the stand itself, bow] 
and pitcher, were apparently hurled forward and 
struck the floor several feet away. Strange to say, 
nothing was broken; and oddest of all, the cord of the 
picture was intact and the nail on which it |:.ung was as 
firm asever. We had been talking about Beauregard 
during the evening, and the coincidence startled us 
greatly. Next night the mirror, below where the pic- 
ture had been, fell in exactly the same manner.

“Spike” Sullivan had a difficult job on his hands 
when he tackled Martin Flaherty, of Lowell, at Troy, 
N. Y., on Dec. 21. Of course “Spike” won, but the 
fight went the limit, lacking 20 seconds, resulting iu a 
knock-out for “Spike” in the twentieth round. Both 
men were in good condition, and, being on the aggres- 
sive order, a most vicious and exciting battle resulted. 
Honors were abouteven up to the sixteenth round, 
when Flaherty plainly showed he was in great dis- 
tress, and, despite his clinching tactics, was severely 
punished by “Spike” until knocked down and out in 
the twentieth round. About 2,000 persons saw the 
contest. “Jimmy” Colville, of Boston, was referee. 


Good Boxing in Vermont. 


The Clover Athletic Club, of Burlington. Vt., inaugu- 
rated its first boxing show on Dec. 15 with a twenty- 
round contest between “Larry” O’Tuole, of New York, 
and John Roass,of Essex, Vt., who holds the 148- 
pound championship of Vermont. The tight wasa hot 
one from start to finish, and was acknowledged by all 
present to be the best ever seen here. 

Up to the twelfth round it was about an even thing, 
both meni getting in alot of hard telling blows, and at 
the end of this round they were both showing signs of. 
weariness, but “Larry’’ was the fresher. In the thir- 
teenth round both men acted a littie shy about rush- 
ing matters and did not do much work. 

The fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth 
rounds were full of hot fighting and the audience was 
in an uproar all through,and it looked like anyone’s 
fight until the last part of the sixteenth when ‘‘Larry” 
shot his left to John’s heart and then swung bis right 
tohisjaw. The bell rung then and only for that 
“Larry” would have finished the job. Ross came up 
in the nineteenth looking pretty tired. “Larry” 
rushed right in toput him out of busivess, but he mis- 
judged his man, for Ross sidestepped and hooked bis 
right in on O’Toole’s jaw, and it was his turn to be 
duzed. They went right at it again and after a fierce 
exchange of blows “Larry” planted three terrific 
blows on Ross’ Jaw and neck, kuocking him down and 
out. 

The fight was for a purse of $300, winner to takeall, 
but O’ Tvuole magnanimously gave $50 to Ross. The 
referee was Col. ‘‘Larry”’ Mercier. 


Bolen Draws With McClelland. 


“Sam’’ Bolen, of New York, gut the worst of a very 
bad decision in his twenty-round fight with “Jack’’ 
McCleiland, of Pittsburg, Pa., at Wheeling, W. Va., on 
Dec. 21. Bolen had much the best of the fight from 
sturt to finish, landing more often and with greater 
effect. He stopped nearly every rush made by Mc- 
Clelland. He played on McClelland’s kidneys with 
great effect. It was only McClelland’s generalship 
which kept him in the ring the limit. He was severely 
punished, while Bolen suffered but little. The referee 
declared the fight a draw, and his decision was greeted 
with hisses by all except the personal friends of Mc- 
Clelland. 


Thorne Knocked Out by Goff. 


Geoftrey Thorne, the famous ex-amateur champion, 
is dropping further and further down the pugilistic 
scale. He had the temeriiy not long ago to fight Fitz- 
simmons and got knocked outin a round. “Charley” 
Goff, “Billy” Madden's middleweight, did the same 
thing for him in two rounds at the Hercules Club in 
Brooklyn on Dec. 22. 

The men met at catchweights, but there was little 
difference iu their respective avoirdupois. Both stripped 
well, and looked to be capable of putting up a lengthy 
contest. They went to work with a will at the first 
clang of the gong, each trying left leads and right arm 
crosses. 

Toward the end of the round Thorne went down 
from a right-hand crossonthejaw. Hetook three 
seconds of the count and arose a8 aggressive ag ever, 
giving Goff several fucers before the bell. The second 
round was as bot as it was brief. Goff went at his man 
in smash-bang style and forced the pace in hurricane 
style, finally sending Thorne down and out with a left 
swing on thejaw. ‘Time of round fifty seconds. 

In the first of the two preliminaries “Johnny” Hines 
of Willlamsburg knocked out “Eddie” Avery of 
Brooklyn in the second round with a right-hand punch 
on thejaw. ‘The bout was to have been a ten-round.go 
at 115 pounds. 

The second bout lasted the limit of ten rounds. ‘It 
was at catch weights, and the contestants were “Jack” 
Hannigan, of Pittsburg. and “Jimmie” Riley, of 
Brooklyn. Riley was a big fellow. Hestood head and 
shoulders over Hannigan, a 122-pound man. There 
must have been fifteen or twenty pounds between 
them. Yet Hannigan was always on the move and did 
a lot of leading. He could not well reach the face so 

far up in the air away from him, but he wason to the 
big man’s body with frequency, and won the crowd’s 
favor. , 

Riley, with his superior strength, had the better of the 
clinches and hurt the game little Pittsburger in the face

JEFFRIES AGAIN

He is Anxious to Regain the 
Championship Title. 


OFFERS 10 FIGHT ANY TIME, 
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Says He Has a Couple of Good Battles 
Left in Him Yet. 
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“Bob” Fitzsimmons seems to be earnest in his desire to reclaim 
the championship title which he lost when he was knocked out by 
“Jim"’ Jeffries and has begun negotiations in the direction of 
another match. He has formally issued a challenge, pretending 
not to believe that the champion’s match with Corbett is a bona 
fide one, and declares his willingness to make a match on the 
latter's terms. He believes Jeffries will give him the preference 
when he decides to fight again, for he contends that none of the 
other aspirants for his title have the temerity to face him in the 
ring. 

“Fitz” refuses to join the ranks of “has beens,” and believes 
that he has a couple of good fights in him yet and is very outspoken 
in expressing confidence in his ability to defeat his late conqueror. 
Fitzsimmons is determined to fight again, but he does not wish to 
engage in any other but a champloushbip battle. He is not yet 
convineed by his recent defeat that Jeffries is the better man, and 
he will not admit that Jeffries is his master until Le duplicates his 
former feat. 

If Jeffries wants to meet Fitzsimmons be can have a mateh with- 
out much trouble, so the latter says. The former champion 
anpounced that he would fight the champiou within two weeks for 
$10,000 a side, the wiuner to take the entire purse. He is his own 
manager at present. He wants to sign articles at onee, posta 
forfeit when the signatures are affixed to the agreement and then 
prepare for the fight. 

“Any time Jeffries gets ready to fight he can have me," “Fitz” 
said the other day. ‘I want to fight him for many reasons. First 
of all because I think I am the better man and cau prove it if we 
ever meet again. 

“When I gave Jeffries a chance at the championship he was 
nothing but a third rater, He was fortunate enough to beat me, 
but it will never happen again. 

‘*When Jeffries fought me at Coney Island he did not meet Bob 
Fitzsimmons; at least, not the same Bob Fitzsimmons that he will 
face in another contest. I was not myself.

“I don't believe Jeffries can hit hard enough to defeat me when I 
am in my proper shape. 

“However, lam ready at any time to fight. There is no use 
posting a forfeit, but just asthe agreement is signed I will deposic 
$10,000 to go as a side wager on the result. The fight can be to a 
finish or a limited number of rounds—either will suit me. 

**Here is a chance for Jeff.ies, if he thinks I'm soeasy. He can 
win everythiog and,I am sure he can get more money hy fightiiig 
me than by meeting any other man in the world."’ 

While Fitzsimmons is awaiting another argument for pugilistic 
supremacy he is taking the best of care of himself. Any fine a/ter~ 
noon the lanky form of the Coruishman may be observed sirolling 
along Broadway in company with Rob, Jr., bis young son. 

He has quit drinking and smoking, and to the critical observer 
Fitzsimmons looks prepared to enter the ring at short notice. 





GANS AND M’PARTLAND AGAIN. 


The six-round fight between ‘‘Joe’’ Gaus and ‘Kid’ MoPartiand, 
which was held at Chicago on Dec. 22, under the auspices of the 
Ft, Dearborn Athletic Club of Chicago, was a fine battle. Both 
men were fast, but very little damage was done, as they appeared 
to be afraid to take a chance, and eontented themselves with left- 
hand jabs and an occasional right swing. 

The first round was cousumed in sparring, but in the second Me- 
Partiand assumed the aggressive and landed some good blow« 
which Gans was unable-to counter. Near the end of the round Mc- 
Partiand slipped to the floor twice in a mixup and Gans assi-tud 
him to his feet. 

The two succeeding rounds were about even with both men ap- 
parently avxi us to set the pace.

California Syndicate, Represented by D. J. Tobin, Sees Great 
Financial Possibilities in the Match. 





MADDEN 1S WILLING TO HAVE RUHLIN FIGHT FITZSIMMONS. 





McGovern is Heavily Backed to Defeat Dixon---‘‘ Police Gazette’’ Belt For 
McGovern---Sharkey Is Not a Trainer. 





The offer of a $50,000 purse for the Jeffries- 
Corbett fight, made by a San Francisco syudicate, in- 
dicates a desire on the part of the sporting people of 
the Pacific Coust to bave the next big pugilistic afair 
take place in that vicinity, and D, J. ‘Tobin, who made 
the offer, told me before he left for home that he had 
every hope of getting the match. He does not look for 
any opposition in the East. The last championship 
fight raised such a storm of indignation among the 
local refurm elements that the Horton law would be 
endangered by an effort to pull off another affair of like 
maguitude. If Mr. Tobin has any opposition at all it 
will come from the other side of the Atlantic, where 
the demand for a big pugilistic battle in connection 
with the Paris Exposition is growing. “Billy” Brady 
tells me that he thinks P.uris will be the spot selected; 
at least he is dick ering with a foreign syndicate for de- 
sirable Inducements. 

The match is considerably talked about wherever 
and whenever sporting men get together,and many 
men of experience in matters pugilistic, who have such 
confidence in thé value of their own opinions as to be 
willing to back them liberally, have been showing iu 
connection with this match an apparent inability to 
form asound judgment of the probable effect which 
the difference of conditions is Hkely to produce in the 
result of this matel: as compared with othersin which 
boih the principals have dgured. 

Thus former admirers of Fitzsimmons, sports who 
believed in him as a member of the “invincible 
class,” as did those of yore in John L, Sullivan, before 
the latter’s colors were lowered by the stripling, Cor- 
bett, comparatively speaking, have been seeking to 
show that upou the records of performances Corbett 
cannot hupe reasonably to have u chance to win, and 
even in case he should so hope, he can certainly not 
last long in a combat with his heavy, strong and skill- 
ful foe. 

Here 1s the way some of these men are talking: 

“Now, Fizsimmonus licked Corbett in fourteen 
rounds; Fitzsimmons licked Sharkey, though the ref- 
eree gave the bout to the ex-sailor, in a bout of eight 
rounds; Sliarkey, very much improved, practically 
licked Corbett in nine rounds, and Jeffries showed that 
he was both Fitzsimmons’ and Sharkey’s master. 
How, then, can Corbett, in the face of this cumulative 
evidence of his inferiority, hope to swim in the same 
sea with the champion long enough to demonstrate 
evel) that he has been a good ‘has been ?’” 

It suffices to say that whatever may be the correct 
answer to this question, there is a lively possibility that 
Corbett will not lack for backing when he stands before 
the husky bollermuker. If it be conceded that the ex- 
champion can command even the main portion of his 
one-time speed and cleverness, it is surely neither im- 
possible nor improbable, in view of the characteristic 
styles used in the ring by both men, that he may 
emerge from the battle with a decision as good asa 
draw, and possibly with a decision to his credit.

Fitzsimmons incidentally dropped a remark 
the other day that he would like to fight ‘‘Gus” Rublin, 
and “Billy” Madden, with his eye firmly glued on the 
main chance, jumped into the breach with a statement 
that he would take the Cornishman on without any 
hesitation. This looks like the only chance “Fitz” 
will have to get on a real match. ‘‘Jeff’’ is tied up 
with Corbett and Sharkey is enjoying the fruit of his 
labors and giving no thought to fighting. Rublin isin 
a better position to-day to take a stride toward the 
championship goal than any other aspirant for title 
honors, and if he can induce “Fitz” to fight hima 
distinctly important event may be arranged. 1’d like 
to see the Akron man succeed. He is so sincere and 
conscientious in all that he does that he is deserving of 
success, 

~~ 

*‘Tom” 0’ Rourke is one of the few men who 
do not see anything marvelously great in ‘“lerry” Mc- 
Govern. He is firmly rooted to the conviction that he 
will get the first real good ficht of his life when he 
meets George Dixon at the Broadway Athletic Club 
next Tuesday night. When O’ Rourke thinks that way 
he generally makes his comments from behind a bar- 
ricade of gold and silver certificates, and he wagers in 
all denominations, great and small. The fact that nine 
people out of every ten say that McGovern will win 
leaves no impression upon O’ Rourke’s mind, unless it 
be to make him hold out for longer odds. When the 
first bet of any proportions -$1,000 to $600—was 
made, he simply smiled and said, ‘I'll get 2 to 1 for 
$2,500." When the price lengthened,and the Mc- 
Governites let out another link, O’Rourke held out for 
a point lower,and as I write this, he is looking for 
some admirer of the Brooklyn whirlwind who wants to 
lay $6,500 against his “bundle.”

HARRY FORBES 


Knocks Out the Chicago Midget 
in Less Than Two Rounds,

AWFUL PAST WHILBITLASTED 


Betting 1,000 to 600 That McGovern Will 
Beat Dixon When They Meet.

“Terry” McGovern's fight with Harry Forbes, of 
Chicago, at the Broadway Athletic Club, on Dec. 22, 
was @ repetition of the old story, Less than two rounds 
was sufficient to render the Chicago man helpless and 
incidentally convince the spectators that the little 
Brooklyn Dynauiter is the most wonderful fighter of 
his weight and inches the world ever saw. 

Forbes was not classed in the same category with 
the men whom McGovern bas been meeting around 
the country and knocking outim a round or two. They 
had fought before, and Forbes bad ‘Terry's’ :ieasure 
fur fifteen rounds, 80 much so, in fact, that the betting 
contingent was lay@g 2 to 1 against the latter's chances 
ot winning. A Jucky punch caught Forbes on the 
chin and put him out, but not uuti) he had demon- 
strated his quality as a pugilist. 

From the crack of the bell “Terry” was the aggres- 
sor. He was faster, more aggressive and hit more 
powerfully than in the previous encounter, Forbes, 
who is undoubtedly a clever boxer, never bad achauce. 
He made a grievous mistake when he weut in to mix 
it up, for his blows had no effect on MoGovern, who 
ended the battle with a clean right hook on the jaw op 
the breakaway 1.°™ :\ clinch, 

Standing room wasnt a premium Inside the arena 
when the battle began, fully 5.000 persons being in- 
side the doors and many more jn the street, clamoring 
in vain foradmiasion. The chief betting was 5 to 4 
that MoGoveru would stop Forbes inside of ten rounds. 
“Terry” was a 100 to 40 favorite, with few taking the 
shortend. The fact that Forbes received credit for 
giving McGovern hie fardest fight convinced a large 
number of sporting speculators that the couqueror of 
“Pediar’”’ Palmer would have his bands full in achiev- 
ing a quicker victory than before, 

When McGovern entered the ring he was wildly 
cheered. As soon as Forbes ared ‘‘Terry” walked 
over to his corner apd cordially shook hands with the 
Chicagoan. George Dixon was introduced and also got 
anovation, He shook hands, too, with both men. 
McGovern was handied by ‘“Safn’’ Harris, “Charley” 
Mayhood, “Terry” Lee and “Danny” Dougherty. 
Forbes’ seconds were “Frei” Voight, ‘Pat’ Early, 
Harry Meizgerand “Eddie” Veight. The conditions 
of the match were tweuty-five rounds at 118 pounds, 
Queensberry rules. 

Round 1—When McGovern came up, Forbes began 
light foot work, skipping around the edge of the ring 
on the detensive. “Terry” tried a couple of swings 
‘that were wide, and Forbes put in two quick lefis to 
the head, McGovern got bis man cornered, but Forbew’ 
quick defence prevented “Terry” from whipping in bis 
rapid body blows, Forbes took a chance with wild 
swings, but be did not have much power in bis blows, 
and McGovern, again forcing him into a corner, shot 
over flerce swings which brought ¢he Chicago man iuto 
a clinch as the gong rang. 

Round 2—Forbes was cool-h aded and evidently be- 
lieved that he had solved MeGovern’s methods, But 
when “Terry” came out this time he decided to go in 
fora knockout. With a right on the jaw “Terry” 
scored a knockdown. Forbes took a countand when 
he got to his feet he mixed it with the Brooklyn boy. 
Lettand right they swung to the head and stomach un- 
ull they were clinched, with McGovern against the 
ropes. On the breakaway McGovern hooked up the 
right and catching the Chicago man on the point of the 
jaw he sent him down helpless. Forbes had 10 chance 
avd was practically out, but before the referee could 
count the seconds his handlers threw up the sponge. It 
was one minute and thirty-three seconds after the be- 
ginning of the round when it was all over. 

The sport began with a twelve-round battle, at 128 
pounds, between two local boxers, “Tommy” Holton 
and “Jack” Smith. The latter was short, thick set, 
well muscled and a rough hitter. Holton was tall, 
angular and somewhat scientific. It was a slugging 
bee all the way through, both being floored with bard 
whacks and also bleeding freely. In the ninth — 
Smith, though knocked down, weakened Holton w 
a fierce assault, the latter's tace being incidentally 
slashed for a copious supply of claret. Smith went 
alter a knockout in the tenth, rushing with vigor and 
driving home repeated swings. But Holton was strong 
and kept his head. There was plenty of hard fighting 
in the eleventh, Smith still trying to drop his man. 
Again in the last round Smith did all the forcing and 
wihien he got the decision from Referee John White the 
crowd yelled in approval. 

After the fight between McGovern and Forbes, Geo. 
Dixon’s chances against the former in their fight on 
Jan. 9 was the subject of much discussion, and “Al’’ 
Smith, the well-known sporting man, offered $1,000 
to $600 that McGovern would defeat Dixon. The 
short end was forthcoming without delay and the 
money was posted on the spot with “Joe’’ Dunn, the 
official timekeeper of the Broadway A. C. Then 
Smith said that he has $10,000 to wager against 
$6.000 on the same proposition.
